Little difficulty is expected 
jin enacting a new law which 
substantially will strengthen 
the social security system, ex- 
end its coverage, and eliminate 
ome inequities which has ex- 
listed for sometime. The three 
most important basic changes 
seem to me: 

1. Revision of the “work 
|clause” raising from $75 month- 
ly to $1,200 annually the amount 
iof income an OASI beneficiary 
| тау receive. 
| 2. Reduction from 75 years 
jto 72 years the age at which 
jearned income restrictions are 
removed. 

3. Increase of six dollars in 
monthly payments to benefici- 
aries. 

Ever since I have been in 
Congress I have worked to ease 
the restriction in the work 
clause. Two years ago I suc- 
ceeded in my efforts to raise the 
restriction above the $50 month- 
ly limit in effect at that time, 
and- it was my amendment 
which brought the present 
greater earning ceiling of $75. 

Under the bill as it is now 
written, and as it likely will be 
enacted, a person may earn an 
average of $100 monthly, but all 
of the $1,200 permitted to be 
made in a year may be earned 
in any period. This is a parti- 
cularly welcome change for our 
elder citizens in Florida and it 
is good for the ‘entire country.
